The rate for school in 
this county last year was 29 cents.

SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 3.— 
President George M. Cooley and At- 
torney Byron Waters will carry the 
fight of the shippers represented in 
the Interior Counties Freight Bureau 
of Southern California against the in- 
stitution of a back-haul charge in 
connection with new tariffs from 
eastern points to the Pacific Coast, 


before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission at Chicago on October 6. 

They were authorized as the rep- 
resentatives of the San Bernardino, 
Orange, Riverside, Los Angeles and 
Imperial county shippers at a meet- 
ing here today. The shippers raised 
$2000 for their expenses. 

Cooley and Waters were present at 
the hearing of the “Intermountain 
rate” case before the Supreme Court 
in Washington in March, 1911, when 
the carriers sought to prevent the long 
and short haul ruling of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission from going 
into effect. The recent decision of 
the Supreme Court put the interior 
cities on an equitable basis with 
terminal points as to class rates. 

Now the railroads propose to estab- 
lish rates on commodities from the 
eastern zones to the coast to com- 
pete with the steamship rates through 
the canal. Because of a low tariff 
they will ask that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission allow the estab- 
lishment of a slight back-haul to the 
interior points. It is this proposal 
that the representatives of the four 
— shipping interests are to con-

TAX RATE FIXED 
AT LOW FIGURE. 


REDLANDS HOPES TO DEVELOP 
NH FUNDS TO FILL 
OUT DEFICIT. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. |} 

REDLANDS, Sept. 3.—The City 
Trustees have fixed the tax rate at 
21.30 per $100 property valuation. 
This was contrary to public expecta- 
tion, as several well-informed busi- 
ness men had argued that a raise in 
the rate would be necessary in order 
to take care of the city budget, which 
is placed at $95,000. 

Because of a decrease in property 
valuation and a loss in value on cer- 
tain stocks and bonds, the present rate 
will produce only $83,000. However, 
the Trustees believe they can meet 
the deficiency in revenue through the 
collection of about $12,000 in business 
licenses, dog tax, electric and tele- 
phone franchises, revenue from sewer- 
age and tax redemptions. 

The city budget as arranged by the 
Trustees calls for expenditures under 
the following heads: General govern- 
ment, $12,530; police department, 
$7750; fire department, $4400; health 
department, $3000; street department,

CROP REPORTS.

a month earlier than ever before. The 
nuts have been falling fast during the 
past two weeks, and a large number 
of pickers are employed. It is ex- 
pected the crop will be in the pack- 
ing-houses a month earlier than 
usual and will be on the eastern 
markets long before the holidays. The 
yield this year is light in Carpinteria 
Valley, but is of a much higher qual- 
ity than ever before. Four-fifths of 


the crop will be sold as No. 1's and vis gan Francisco. 


No. 1 extras, while the remainder will 
go on the market as No. 2’s, with few 
or no culls. 

The bean crop in Carpinteria Val- 
ley promises to be the heaviest in 
years, although the ranchers are wor- 
ried some as to the outcome. Ordi- 
narily at this time of the year the 
beans are ripe and the vines dying. 
but at the present time the vines are 
growing rapidly, twelve or fifteen feet 
in length, with spurs filled with blos- 
soms every six or eight inches. 

The setting has been excellent, but 
on account of the continued cool 
weather the pods haven't filled as well 
as usual, but with a longer season it 
is anticipated they will un satis- 
factorily. 

The bean harvest usually precedes 
the walnut harvest, byt this year it 
will follow by a month or more. 
Equinoxial rains are feared by the 
ranchers, as they may damage the 
bean crop.
